The record disclosed the aforementioned arrests 
obtained from the Chicago Police Department, and in addition to the 
convictions in 1934, he was also arrested in 1942 for an Internal 
Revenue violation. On that arrest he used the name of PHILIP PRIOLA.

Mr. PHILIP J. PRIOLA was interviewed at his residence 
£220 Eighth Street, Rockford, Illinois. 





At the outset of the interview Mr. PRIOLA was advised 
that he was being contacted regarding alleged La Cosa Nostra (LCN) 
activity. He was further advised of his right to counsel and 
his right not to discuss these matters with the writer.  PRIOLA 
stated that he would be more than happy to talk to the writer 
about these alleged allegations. 


PRIOLA advised that he came to Rockford, Illinois, in 
1952 from Chicago, Illinois. He stated that after arriving here 
he was unemployed and on several occasions went to the Argonne 
Club of Rockford, Illinois, and there met JOSEPH ZAMMUTO who 
offered him å job and he accepted. 


PRIOLA stated he worked for ZAMMUTO for approximately 
Six months and then began selling real estate for a JOE BARBACELLI 
(ph). He stated that he sold real estate for an unrecalled 
period of time and then was approached by the Chevrolet dealer- 
ship in Rockford, Illinois, inasmuch as they wanted a man of 
Italian extraction to sell automobiles for them. He stated that 
this Chevrolet dealership was the one which later came to be 
known as Lou Bachrodt Chevrolet.  PRIOLA stated that he sold 
Chevrolet automobiles for approximately 12 years and currently 
his sole employment is the ownership of the Town and Country 
Motel, 4422 S. Eleventh Street, Rockford, Illinois.  PRIOLA. 
further stated that his wife, MARGARET, must work in order for 
them to make ends meet. 





PRIOLA advised that shortly after coming to Rockford 
in 1952 his young son was killed in an automobile accident. 


PRIOLA was questioned as to where the alleged allegations 
came from which indicated that he was an LCN member and he advised 
that he associated with many people of Italian extraction at the 
Redwood Restaurant in Rockford, Iliinois, as well as other social' 
clubs in Rockford.  PRIOLA stated that there is no such thing 
as the "Mafia" in Rockford and it makes him laugh whenever he 
hears it. a. l

PRIOLA advised that recently he had a roof put on the 
motel at a cost of $4,300 and the man that did the repairs went 
bankrupt and also did a very poor job of roofing. He stated 
that he had to borrow another $4,300 from a local bank to again 
repair the room using another contractor. 


PRIOLA stated that he spends a great deal of this time 
at home and on Monday nights goes to his motel with his wife to 
balance the books.

PHILIP JOSEPH PRIOLA 


Criminal History 


PHILIP JOSEPH PRIOLA, an LCN member of the 
Rockford, Illinois "family", was born in Chicago, Illinois. 
A delayed certificate of birth under certificate number 
202702, was filed on November 4, 1942 at the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics, Chicago, Illinois. His birth date is 
reflected as April 11, 1907. 


Chicago files reflect PRIOLA was arrested in 
Fort Dodge, Iowa on February 2, 1932 for carrying con- 
cealed weapons, i.e. a Luger 9 millemeter and two clips 
of cartridges. 


PRIOLA was arrested on November 2, 1931 at 
Fort Dodge, Iowa for violation of National Prohibition 
Act, and on November 13, 1931 he entered a plea of guilty 
and was sentenced to 60 days in jail.

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PRIOLA was àrrésted June 20, 1934 by the Madison, 
Wisconsin Police Department and was recéived at thé Housé 
of Correction, Milwåukéé, Wisconsin on February 11, 1935 
rom the United Statés District Court åt Madison, Wiseéonsin. 
Disposition was shown ås $500 fine plus six months. Oh 
March 22, 1936, the original judgment was sét aside and 
RIOLA was released and placed on probation for one year. 


On July 11, 1934, PRIOLA was arrested by the 
Rockford, Illinois Policé Department on a kidnaping and 
extortion charge undér the name of PHILIP PALMERO, Which 
charge was subsequently dropped. 


On July 14, 1939, PRIOLA was arrested at Chicago, 
Illinois, for operating an illegal still with no disposition 
hotéed. 


PRIOLA, in 1942, was sentenced to three years 
probation for an Internal Revenue Service violation: 


In August, 1964 Lo ë identified PRIOLA 


aS a member of the Roekford, Tllinois LCN "family". 


On May 4, 1966, above informant stated that TONY 
MUSSO was the "boss" of the Rockford "family" for many years 
until his déath in 1958. - MUSSO was PRIOLA's sponsor for 
admission to this family. MUSSO named PRIOLA as his suc 
cessor, but upon MUSSO's déath, the Rockford members rejected 
PRIOLA and selected JOE ZAMMUTO. PRIOLA's rejection was 
based on the fact that PRIOLA had only recently returned 
ito Rockford, and prior to this had spent most of his time 
in Chicago. 


On May 18, 1965, | advised PRIOLA 


attempted to meet With PETER BALISTRIERI, Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin LCN figure. 


On May 11, 1965 advised that PHILIP 
PRIOLA told him that (phonetic) is a member 
of the LCN "family" in Pueblo, Colorado, and qur E 
one O 


PRIOLA lined up a job for his nephew as a dealer at 
the gambling joints in Las Vegas, Nevada. 


‘On September T3 1965| — Jadvisea PRIOLA 


attended a party in Milwaukee, Wisconson put on by FRANK 
PETER BALISTRIERI, the alleged boss of the LCN "family" 
in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 


On November 18, 1968 LL ë Jaavised that 


PHILIP JOSEPH PRIOLA is a member of the LCN, Rockford, 
Illinois. 
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EEE on July 3, 1966, advised that the 
Rockford L amily" put on a party for the Supervisor 

of District £1, Illinois State Police, in the early part 

of 1966 at the Town and Country Motel, Rockford, Illinois, 
which motel is owned by PRIOLA. Girls for this party were 
furnished by a local pimp. According to source, the 
"family" was planning to bring in a policy wheel to operate 
in Rockford, and the party was designed to aid in police 
protection for the wheel. 


On September 6, 1970, a Rockford police officer 
advised that in an interview with PRIOLA, PRIOLA stated b7D 
he was employed as an armed guard at Pierce Lake State 
Park, Rockford, Illinois. 


Subsequent investigation determined that PRIOLA, 
on his employment application, stated he never had been 
convicted. The Illinois Bureau of Investigation conducted 
an investigation into this matter and on April 4, 1972 
advised, due to a technicality, they could not prosecute 
PRIOLA for furnishing false information on his application. 


On June 12, 1971 | [statea he was in 
contact with PRIOLA. PRIOLA said he was amazed that the 
FBI was familiar with everyone in the Rockford "family", 
and was able to subpoena exactly the people that they 
knew to be in the "family" before a Federal Grand Jury 
in Freeport, Illinois, held about one year prior to this 
conversation.  PRIOLA stated it was his feeling that JOE 
ZITO, a Rockford LCN member, was responsible because he, 
ZITO, had been too friendly with some members of the Rockford 
Sheriff's department, who probably furnished this information 
to the Federal authorities. 














On October 7, 1971, —  |statea he felt 


PRIOLA would logically be next in line to succeed CHARLES 
VINCE as "boss" of the LCN "family" in Rockford, Illinois. 
VINCE recently began serving a two year prison sentence 
on an ITAR extortion charge. 


: On. September 29, 1972, NNI stated that | 
PRIOLA is $till a Rockford LCN member. However, he was BE 


too old to be really active anymore. 





As of September 19, 1972, PRIOLA had been dis- 
missed from his position as a park guard with the State 
Bureau of Conservation. 


On October 15, 193] ] and on October 6, 


1973, were contacted and they both advised 
PRIOLA was very inactive in the Rockford LCN "family" and 
is seen only occasionally by other members. 


On August 1, 1974, PRIOLA was interviewed and 


stated he was closely associated with 2A 
He stated there was no such thing as the "Mafia" in Rock- b7D 


ford, Illinois and it makes him laugh whenever he hears 
of this. 


In regard to : idnaping charge, in 
further interviews with from August 31, 1965, 
and FBI investigation, e following more specific details 


were obtained: 





FRED DE PHILLIPI of Spring Valley, Illinois, 
was kidnaped on December 9, 1932. Ransom payments of 
$50,000 were made through the mail. DE PHILLIPI was later 
released. The place where DE PHILLIPI was held captive, 
was never determined, but indications are that he was held 
at either Rockford, Illinois, or somewhere in Wisconsin. 
No interstate transportation could be established and the 
matter was handled by the Post Office. 


On March 28, 1933, 12 individuals and PRIOLA, 
under the name of PHIL PALMERO, were indicted at Peoria, 
Illinois. 


Six individuals were convicted, two were acquitted, 
and the indictment against two others was dismissed, since 
they testified for the Government. The indictment against 
PALMERO, who was a fugitive at the time of the trial of the 
other defendants, was also dismissed, inasmuch as DE PHILLIPI 
subsequently was killed in an automobile accident and the 
evidence against PALMERO was insufficient to go to trial.
